Held in Newark on a Most la-fam-

Charge.

Rescued on the Street from the Ven-

geance of an Aniererl Parent.

Nswabi, March 11. Ituv. Father Joseph

All, assistant priest of tho Catholic church of
our Lady ot Mount Carmel, wns arraigned
before I'ollce Jostles Hayes this morning,
on the charge of criminally assaulting
a pretty pupil ot the Italian
parochial school at Kerry and llcWhorter
streets, attached to the church and over
which Father All has Immediate jurisdiction.

Tim alleged victim Is llttlo Marie Hoso
Bastll, daughter of an Industrious Italian
named Angelo Baslll, wbo lives on Madison
street.

the alleged assault was committed Tues-

day afternoon, when tho little girl, who wns
leaving s;bool In company with her mates,
says that tho priest cnllod to her from tho
door of his study, Where he was watchlug tho
pupils, hbo went over to him, sho says, when
he took her In bis study, and there the alleged
assault look place.

Site escaped at last, and ran home nnd told
her father. The latter was furious. Ho

called at l'ollco Headquarters and told Chief
Hopper what his little girl had said.

The chief was loath to believe It, nnd the
enraged father Is reported to have said : ' If
the law will not protect my child I will do so.
My child s life and my reputation have oeen
ruined. I will show you what I think ot the
law,"

1 hen ho dashed off, and later his wife went
tochlui Hopper and begged him to xavo her
husband from committing murder.

Now thoroughly aroused, the police began
anlnvestlgalion. I'ollce hurgeon Clark became
thoroughly convinced ihat iho girl's story
ot assault wns true whether Father All was
the guilty party or not, and yesterday Justice
Hares Issued a warrant for the priest's arrest.

'I he priest was not to be found, neither was
Baslll, wno was said to be looking for tbe al-

leged destroyer of bis daughter with a
Mg revolver. Last nlghi, however, I'ollcc-ma- n

Allison heard cries lor ncln
o.i Market strtl. and discovered tho priest
snuggling In thn powerful grasp ot the 'ran-tl- o

faihei.who had captured blm lust as ho
Jumped on an Erie train from I'assalc.

'Ihe ofllcur look both to I'ollce Headquarters,
and Katuer fccliotthoofcr, All's superior pas-
ter, and John Uugbl, a n fruit
dealer, were sent for.

After a abort conference Father All was
allowed to go home to Father Hchotthoefcr's
house on Grove street, lu Uetectlve Carroll's
charge, where he remained lor the night.

This morning Uetectlve Carroll orought
the accused priest to I'ollce Headquarters at
u o'clock, when he was arraigned before po-

lice Justice liases, who said that he
had no power to accept halt In such a case,
but would remand the prisoner to tbe juris-
diction ot Justlco Klrkpatrlck, of tbe court ut
tiesMons.

This was satisfactory to every one, and
Detcillvu Carroll, Father All anil Mr. Uughl,
who had consented to go his ball, drove to tbe
Court-Hou- on Market street.

I have heard tbat
there were troubles lu bis church that might
bsvo led to a consplrncy against him, but of
that I know nothing positively."

Father ischottboefer also declined to talk.
As soon as ho learned of the Utile girl's accu-
sation Father All visited Bishop Wig-g- er

at south mange and declared
uls Innoeenco. The Ulsnop was not
present nt this morning's proceedings, but
be has not 3 et suspended Father All from his
priestly duties, and intimates that he will
not do so. because he firmly believes tbal the
priest Is innocent.

Father All Is about twenty-si- x years old,
of stocky build, swarthy complexion, aud has
straight black balr and blacic eyes, and wears
a silk hat and d eyeglasses.

He was bornln I'Hlcsline, his father being
a Turk and his mother an Italian. He was
educated at heton Hall College, consecrated
aud ordained here. He speaks several lan-
guages fluently.

Haslll went boms from Police Headquarters
last night Just ocfore Father All's release,
being told by chief Hopper that he would bo
sent fur when wanted.
